“The stock market opened irregu- 
lar with advances and dedlines oc- 
curring simultaneously.

There 
Was some irregular recovery in the 
closing hour, but the market ended 
unsettled. Trading was fairly large 
throughout the day. 


Foreign Bank Figures. 

“Sterling exchange, whose recov- 
ery in the late afternoon hours yes- 
terday brought the rate nearly back 
to that of the day before, declined 
about 2 cents at the start today, but 
tegained the lost ground afterward. 
The Bank of England increased its 
reserve for the week, considerably, 
but loans and liabilities were 80 
heavily enlarged that the ratio of 
reserve declined from 12% per cent 
to 10%. The last named figure rep- 
resents the lowest percentage since 
the 8% of June 30, and except for 
that and the 9% per cent of Dec. 31, 
it ia the lowest reached by the bank 
during the whole war period. The 
Bank of Farnce reported an increase 
of $103,400,000 in note circulation dur- 
ing the past week. The increase 
brings the outstanding paper cur- 
rency back to the total of nearly 
three months ago and puts it above 
the figure reported at the end of 
1919.”
